THE HUS TRAVELS CONTINUED

One morning in Peking，a few 
days after the excitement of the 
October 1 festivities，the Jackson 
Hus were given a schedule of the 
day's_ activities，So far on their 
trip，each day had been Planned 
for them and this day was to be 
no different，except in one re- 
spect: the Hus were to be sepa- 
rated. While Mrs. Hu was to go 
with several of the group to a 
show which their hosts inslisted 
“she would most certainly enjoy,， 
MTr. Hu was sent with the re- 
inainder of the group to a special 
meeting. 

The meeting turned out to be a 
political one. Each of the visitors 
Was asked questions by the Peking 
officials, touching upon such mat- 
ters as the power of the 久 uomin- 
tang ,in the U.S$. and Canada and 
the political facts of life in New 
York's Chinatown. It is obvious 
now that this was serious subject 
matter in the light of the Peking 
delegation's subsequent arrival in 
New York. 

As the questioners went down 
the line and as certain members of 
the group were asked to tell al 
they knew，Jackson Hu reflected 
upon his uncomfortable position。 
as a U.S9. citizen in a country that 
had been a political adversary of 
the U.S$， for more than twenty 
years and that was still not diplo- 
matically recognized by the Amer- 


ican government. 

Finally they came to Hu and 
he said, im English, that he was an 
American citizen and came to 
China as a guest and a tourist. He 
came as a curious tourist and he 
was not jnterested in Chinese Par- 
tisan politics. Someone spoke up 
and accused Hu of being an active 
anti-Communist im San Francisco. 


The denouncement camenotfrom - 


the Peking officials，but from a 
member of Hu's own group! Feel- 
ing acutely the Pressure，Hu ad- 
Imitted it was true his name had 
appeared on Anti-Comimunist 
League advertisements，buti， he 
said，it Was common practice in 
San Francisco for one's name to 
be put on such documents with- 
out permission and. this is what 
had happened. Hu said he was ac- 
tive in Democratic Politics and 
that his congressman and senator 
knew he was in China. He comp1li- 
mented his hosts on their courtesy 
and said his trip was excellent so 
far. Hu praised the cleanliness of 
the cities, and mentioned that, al- 
though he and his wife were the 
only members of the 处 oup not to 
have visited the mainland before 
and could not judge accurately 
the. progress the People's Republic 
had made。he had observed the 
general well-being of the country 
and he would say so when he re- 
turned to the U.S. 

The Communist officials took 
down and translated all he said 
and never criticized or even com- 
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mented on his remarks. 工 ater in 
San Francisco Jackson Hu com- 
Inented，T can tel you 工 was put 
on the spot, but Im proud of the 
way I responded. 工 spoke up and 
made clear to them II considqered 
Inyself an American citizen and 
they seermaed satisfied with my 
response.” When Mrs.， Hu was 
asked 让 the reason she was not 
included in the meeting was be- 
cause she was a woman，she said， 
“No，several women attended the 
meeting and some of the men 
Were Sent to the show,. 工 guess 
they didnt think politics inter- 
ested us.” 

This experience was not the 
only harrowing one for the Hus. 
All the members of the group 
were told near the end of their 
trip that they could visit ami area 
of their choosing on the mainland. 
It was impossible to keep the 
group together，because everyone 
seeimed to want to go to a differ- 
ent spot. At first the Hus decidqed 
not to go to Jackson's ancestral 
Village，Siu Lahm，but they 
changed their minds and found 
themselves on the bus from Shikki 
to Siu Lahm. 

They had a traveling pass，bnut 
they were'， completely .on their 
own and no one was sent to Keep 
an eye on them. When they got off 
the bus, instead of going back to 
the _ center of the village，they 
walked into the marketplace. As

China UN 
delegafes 


The U.S. made a last-minute de- 
cision Monday to join the nations 
speaking in a ceremony of wel- 
come after the five delegates took 
their seats for the first time in the 


UN General Assembly.U.9. Am- 
bassador George Bush joined with 
a Score of delegates im welcoming 
the delegation. 


A_ system of contact with the 
Peking group has been set UP by 
the Nixon Administration，where- 
by the White House will remain 匡 
charge of secret direct discussions 
while the Mission to the UN con- 
centrates on questions regarding 
China in the Security Council, the 
General Assembly and other 
bodies. 


Last Friday，sixteen days after 
the General Assembly of the Unit- 
ed _ Nations voted to admit the 
Peking government as the only 
legitimate representative of China， 
the mainland delegation arrived in 
New York. Chiao 开 uan-hua，the 
chief delegate,， arrived on the first 
of two Air France jetliners that 
brought 46 officials from Paris. 


Minister Chiao 开 uan-hua and 
Huang 所 ua, the Premanent repre- 
Sentative to the UN, spent 50 min- 
utes with Secretary General 了 U 
Thant at a New York hospital 
where he is being treated for 
ulcers on Monday. On Sunday， 
Several hundred anti-Peking dem- 
onstrators Protested across from 
the Roosevelt 再 otel. 


In a statement read to the diplo- 
Imats and reporters assembled at 
Kennedy Airport，MTr. Chiao said 
in his remarks that the“people of 
the United States are 3a great peo:- 
ple and there exists a Profound 
friendship between the peoples of 
China and the United States.” 
American officials saidq that the 
White House was pleased with the 
tone of the arrival statement，and 
not disturbed by MIT. Chiao?s lack 
of mention of the Presidqent or the 
or the Nixon administration. Offi- 
cials pointed out that the Chinese 
were invited to the UN and not

ESTABLISH RELATIONS 


BEIRUT，Lebanon -一 Lebanon 
recognized the People's Republic 
of China Nov. 10 and announced 
that the two nations would estab- 
lish diplomatic relations immedi- 
ately. The Lebanese government 
took note of Peking's declaration 
that Taiwan is an integral part of 
China. 

The Lebanese move leaves only 
two Arab states that have not rec- 
ognized Peking 一 Jordan and Saudi 
Arabia.

What the article, an AP wire story originating from 
Washington;, did was to lump'a ”secret Justice Depart- 
ment report”that 4200 Chinese aliens Sneaked into the 
U.S. each year with a FEBI report linking the 百 ong 
Kong Seamans Union with espionage. TIhere was not 8 
single line in the story to Substantiate the Darcotics traf- 
fic charge. 

The result was a bogy storys depending more on “Ac- 
cording to a Source”, rather than naming the source. It 
casts Suspicion on all Chinese aliens who are in this 
coOuUntry . 

No doubt there are Chinese aliens who entered this 
country illegally. But to indiscriminately link 4200 Chi- 
nese aliens with espionage and dope trafficking is not 
TIesponsible journalism .

JIn 1970 there were 500 Chinese- 
opetated .groceries. Today there 
are some 300 with many for sale 
at a loss following the deaths of 
five Chinese grocers killed in rob- 
beries this year. Five Chinese g 负 0- 
cers were also killed in 1969. 

Many of these neighborhood 
grocers are immigrants who 
worked for a few years，saved 
three to five thousand dollars and 
opened “mom and Pop” groceries. 

Most often the store ls looated 
in ghetto areas where there are 
few targets for robberies. Gas sta- 
tions lock up their cash, bus driv- 
ers carry no _ change，taxis WwWont 
go into a ghetto after dark. All 
that is left to rob are the groceries 
which stay open till midnight to 
survive the _ competition from the 
Supermarkets. 

The neighborhood store is Usu- 
ally dimly 1lit with goods piled 
high by the window，obscuring 
visibility from the street，Ihis 
condition Plus the passivity of 
the Chinese and their hesitancy to 
testify mark them as “pigeons” 
byhoodlums.

PRESS GROUP PROTESTS 
IPI DROPPING TAIWAN 


A resolution to lodge a Protest 
with the International Press Insti- 
tute against its _ decision of sus- 
pending the membership of Na- 
tionalist China was adopted by the 
Chinese Language Press JInstitute 
at its forth annual conference 
held'at the Hotel Canterbury last 
Week. 

The resolution claimed that the 
decision，based on the Yuyitung 
brothers case，was a misjudgment 
that “greatly underestimated the 
freedorm of the press enjoyed in 
the Republiic of China.”Asserting 
that the move is unfair, the resolu- 
tion demands that the IPI recon- 
sider its decision. 

Quentin and Rizal Yuyitung， 
two Chinese newsmen in Manila， 
were sent to Taipei in May last 
year by the Philippine government 
under charges of subversion. They 
were jlater sentenced to reforma- 
tory terms by trials in Taiwan. 

In another resolution passed by 
the conference,，the delegates 
called for greater consolidation 
and_ cooperation among the Chi- 
nese press throughout the world 
so as to disseminate Chinese cul- 
ture and promote freedom and 
justice. They urged more assis- 
tance and help for the overseas 
Chinese press published in foreign 
countries. 

Addressing the closing cere- 
mony，Aw Sian，chairman of the 
Chinese Language Press Institute， 
pledged to implement the propo- 
sals andrecommendations adopted 
by the meeting-.

Mrs. Hu walked ahead of Jackson， 
someone approached him and 
asked him rather rudely what he 
thought he was doing. The Hus 
stood out quite clearly .as foreign- 
ers in this simple village. Hu mo- 
tioned for his wife to get back to 
him ，for he sensed trouble brew- 
ing. A tall，barefoot felljow came 
up to them and was even IDOIEe 
forceful in demanding what they 
were doing. It was impossible to 
tell ithis bold，tall man was an 
official or just a valager since 
everyone dresSes aljke. 

The Hus were led by the man 
back into"the center of Siu Labhm 
and into abig meeting hall. ney 
were taken past Some older people 
who .were sitting in the ball，seat- 
ed_ on benches，and interrogated . 
A _ woman, :and a Silent,' shorter 
man joined the tall fellow on a 
table and were Tough in their ques- 
tions at first。，But whenm Jackson 
produced his _ travel permit and 
mentioned that they had come 
from Paking，the interrogators” 
attitude changed. When the offi- 
cials _ verified that the Hus had 
come from Peking，the tea was 
brought out，the standard Pro- 
People's Republic speech was re- 
cited，and the old people in the 
hall were brought in to talk to the 
Hus. In fact，the Hus were kept 
busy talking and touring the local 
hospital until a few minutes be- 
fore their bus was to _ leave. Ihe 
tall，barefoot fellow Pushed the 
other bus passengers back and 
made sure the Hus had seats 1 and 
2 even though their -tickets read 
23 and 24. 

When Jackson and Gladys Hu 
arrived in Shikki, they had a while 
to wait before catching the bus to 
Peking. They went to a restaurant 
across the street from the bus sta- 
tion，and talked to an old farrmer 
who told Jackson about one of 
the old buildings that still existed 
mearby. This conversation did not 
Please one of the personnel in the 
restaurant and sensing that they 
might be getting the farmer and 
themselves in trouble，the us 


went back to the station and Wait- 


ed there for the bus.They had:had 
enough excitement for one-day. 


ON COMMUNICATION: “The 
communication System In China is 
fantastic,”. according to Jackson 
Hu. Information is disseminated 
quickly and orderly. The People 
knew about Kissinger's Visit and

POSITIVE REACTION: “Over- 
all，the_ country has improved a 
great deal,” says Hu.

When the land is not terraced， 
trees _ are planted.、 Everyone is 
dedicated to plant one tree. 了 ven 
soldiers in uniform help the farmer 
in the harvest.” 


NEGATIVE REAGTION: “What 
bothers ie is that even the little 
children are taught that the U.s- 
is_ the enemy. School children are 
given military training as SOOn 3S 
they can understand it. They are 
taught that China has been humili- 
ated in the past, but will never be 
humiliated in the future， What 
happens whenthese kids grow up 


STANDARD OF LIVING: Al- 
though there is a difference in the 
pay scale for different occupations 
on the mainland, there is not the 
great gap between the richest and 
the poorest，、An office worker sS 
pay is about $40 a month and a 
skilled factory worker could be 
paid $80 a month.

When the Hus left the mainland， 
they were told to spend all of their 
Chinese Imoney,， as it is forbidqden 
to take currency out of thbhe Peo- 
ple's Republic. They even bought 
a little Piece of candy，so they 
would have absolutely no Chinese 
money. It remindqed them of the 
time a few weeks earlier when

they gave a candy-to a very small 
child. The child tried to eat the 
candy，but his mother knocked 
the candy to the floor. No one 
would touch it and it remained on 
the -fioor:- China is-proud of its 
self-sutfficieney and the childre 
are taught to respect this quality 
at an early age, and if the Hus' trip 
is to be an indication of anything， 
it is that the People's Republic of 
China is now ready to make their 
seIf-sufficiency known to the 
world .
